soup, we take from a valued exchange, | 
believing it will find favor in the rnindsof 
many of our readers: "Celery is excellent 
stewed, and more wholesome than when 
eaten raw. 
It 
should be thoroughly 


washed and cut up in pieces of an inch or 
less in length. 
Stalks that are not thor- 


oughly blanched, and which would be 
rejected by those who eat it raw, may be 
used. That which is imperfectly blanched 
is stronger than that which is white 
throughout, but any unpleasant flavor is 
driven off in the cooking. 
The celery is 


covered with water and allowed to stew 
gently until thoroughly soft. 
If there is 


too much water for the sauce, pour off the 
excess, add a generous lump of butter 
aud flour, stirred first in a little cold 
water, enough to make a sauce about as 
thick as cream, add salt, if needed, and 
pepper, if desired. 
This is only one of 


the many wajs in which celery can be 
prepared. 
Those nho use celery only in 


its raw state, or dressed as a salad, know 
only a part of the excellence of this vege- 
table. 
It makes an excellent soup and 


for this purpose should be cut small and 
stewed until it is very soft. It should 
then be rubbed through a sieve or colan- 
der to separate the fibres. This celery 
pulp ii then added to a good stock—a 
plain soup, made from meat, slightly 
thickened, 
and. seasoned with salt and 


pepper to suit the taste."
